SPEECHES. PRAYER AND 
SONG. 



Deaf Boys and Girls Bow 
their Heads in Silent Pray- 
er. 



All the pupils, teachers and 
tulor.s assembled in the chapel at 
leu o'clock on Thursday morning, 
Septimlicr 19rh, the day set apart 
by President Roosevelt as a day of 
national mourning and prayer for 
iheassiissinateil President, VVilliain 
MeKinley. 

On the wall at the head of the 
chapel, just al)ove the platform, 
was a crepo-friimed portrait of 
William MeKinley with the national 
colors dra[ied and drooping on 
either 8i<le. 

The exercises which followed 
were conducted liy Principal Cur- 
rier, who, in his opening remarks, 
made feeling reference to the 
Martyred President. He said that 
William MeKinley was one of the 
inosi remarkable men that America 
had produced. He was a born 
leader of men. He was always 
kind and thoughtful of others, lie 
liecame a great statesman, and as 
the iiai ion's chief had brought 
about the greatest era of prosperity 
Ihe United S'ates had ever known. 
And all the peoples of all the world, 
with one accord, to-day do honor 
lo his memory and weep with those 
who on tills day stand beside his 
mave. Principal Currier asked all 
to pau.se a moment and think of 
Ihe unprecedented mark of respect 
that would be shown McKiuley in 
the afternoon, at the moment when 
the last words would lie spoken 
which would precede his consign 
nient to the toml). The rail- 
roa<l trains would cease moving 
for t<^n minutes; for five minutes, 
in every city and hamlet in the 
I'tnil, Ihe street car's would be 
halted, men would stand uncover- 
ed, bells would toll, and the sweet 
s'rains of music would be heard, 
while thousands of voices wouhi 
.join in singing " Nearpr, My God, to 
Thee," and " Lead, Kindly Light," 
the I wo favorite hymns of the dead 
Presidpiit He referreil to the as- 
sa,>«sinalion8 of Lincoln and Gar- 
flelil, and the causes of those acts, 
and emphasized the purposeless 
crime of Czolgosz the murderer of 
MeKinley. Ho spoke of the lesson 
taught by the life of MeKinley, 
who though lie had reached the 
hii^hest ofHce in the Repirldic was 
the best exponent of obedience 
His last words were " Thy will be 
done ?"' To obey and to be patient 
eonslitutes a perfection that is .sel- 
dom (icqiiired by man. We should 
all obey the laws of God and work 
in concord with the laws of human 
government. 

Mr. Jones rendered in signs the 
Thirty-Ninth Psalm, Principal 
Currier rejiding riro voce. 

A choir of girls, led Ity Miss 
Alico E. Jinlvp, composed of Miss- 
es Turner, Brewer, Patterson and 
Hoirman, sang in concerted signs 
" Nearer, My God, to Thee" 

After the Loid's Prayer had been 
repeated orally l^y all, each of the 
leatdiers, beginninir with Priif. Fox, 
spoke upon the life and death of 
William MeKinley. 

By Mr. Fox :— 

"From the weakness of our 
nature we are prone to overlook 
good qualities in others. W^e may 
be acquainted with people for 
years, and yet never discover the 
real beauty of their characters. 
It is only when some calamity 
happens to them, perhaps the ap- 
proach of death, that we see them 
in the ligld and marvel that we had 
not befor«» know them better. So 
to many of us the shock and 
humiliation of the horril)Ie attack 
on Mr. MeKinley was succepde<l by 
ailndration for his fortitude, his un- 
■sellishnesa, his patient resignation 
under most trying circumstances. 
We knew he was a good man, a 
lu'ave antl honest one, a wise and 
conservative statesman and an 
mimirable President, but we did not 
foresee Ihe high qualities he dis- 
played in the iigony of pain and 
sorrow he must have undergone. 

" Whence came this kindly, calm 
nature, with his love of right and 
Justice? He was not an aristocrat. 
This rci)resentative of the majesty 
of the law was bom in an humble 
home. He had no great opportu- 
nities for schooling. He was a 
soldier of the Union when still a 
boy, aiiTl did his full duty to the 
cause. He was a man of per.Konal 
purity, a proluct of the common 
people, a typical Anieroan with 
great faith in his fellow men. He 
believed in God, tn light, in law. 
AikI who is the wretcl) who t«H)k 
upon himself to deprive such a man 
of the life so dear to the nation ? A 
vain, foolish fellow, with no belief 
in God or the fulnte, with no re- 
spect lor I.Mw, human or divine, 



with self for religion he took that 
God-given life which it is not for 
man to destroy. 

" If our sorrow and shame are 
deep, still we have a u.seful le.sson. 
There i.s a God, and it is for us to 
re.spect His law and the laws which 
are ordered for our obedience. 
We cannot ignore law and continue 
to live peacefully and happy. This 
is particularly true in a school like 
this, where we form, as it were, a 
little world of our own. W^e have 
our rules and regulations for the 
daily routine of life. It is essential 
that these rules be strictly ot>8crved 
else there can be no regularity, no 
discipline. What may seem to 
you, boys and girls, exacting laws 
arc for you own gootl, your own 
wplfare and happiness. Accept 
them on the right spirit. Be cour- 
teous, genial, obedient at all times, 
and you will train yourselves 
fittingly for the greater woild 
which you must some day enter." * 

By ^r. Burdick : — 

" President McKiuley attained 
greatness as a scholar, as a states 
man, as Piesident, and as a man. 
He was great in the love and honor 
that they tiestowed upon him. 
But in all of bi$) attainments the 
grpatest was that perfection of 
Christian character that could say 
when the assassin's l)ullet had 
stricken him dow/i, 'Let no one 
hurt him. May (Tod forgive him " 
No greater exam()le than this of the 
forgiving spirit has ever lieen 
shown since the great Master him- 
self said while being nailed to the 
cross, 'Father, forgive them, for 
they know not what they do." 

"This example of a perfected 
chai-acter is the great legacy that 
President MeKinley has left to the 
peeple that he loved and served so 
loyally and well. Way each of us 
take it as his legacy to us, and may 
it ever I'emain as an inspiration to 
us in the alt4tinmeut of that high- 
est good to man in thislile and al.'to 
in that which is to come, a perfect- 
ed Christiati chnracfer. " 



By Mr. Gardner : — 

"This is a time of great sorrow 
and humiliation. We .sorrow in the 
I0.SS of a t'reat President ami a good 
friend. Piesident MeKinley re- 
presented and iipheiti the stiong 
arm of flip law — therefore he died; 
this i.s our humiliati(U). It is not 
the shame of guilt that we feel, but 
the shame of ignorance. The civi- 
lized world does not scorn us but 
feels for us ami with tis, and all 
lru(> hearts mourn. 

" In the character of our late 
President, that which appealed to 
me with greatest for<'e w«s the 
thoughtful care and personal 
interest which he always showe<l in 
his fellowmen. He found some 
good in every human heart and he 
was great enough to rinderatand 
and appreciate it. l.et us take in- 
to our own hearts all that we can 
of the many and great lessons 
which are to be found in Mr. Mc- 
Kinley's life and expoiience." 

By Mr. Clark©: — 

"The shooting of McKiuley by 
Czolgoscz. while pretending to greet 
him, is like the betrayal of Christ 
by the action of Judas in kissing 
tlie cheek of the Loi-d. McKinley's 
words when shot, ' See that no harm 
comes to that man,' were Cliri.stlike, 
and everj'thing he said since the 
shootinu has been Christlike. It is 
hai'd for us to understand how he 
can be taken away from ns at this 
time with (iod in the Heavens look 
ingover all.

There are certainly many lessons 
that we may learn fi-om the life of 
our late Picsi<leut. In the first 
place might be mentioned his record 
as a soldier, and in speaking of this 
reconl, I want to sny that Mr. 
MeKinley showed more than the 
quality we most often think of in 
connection with war, courage under 
the fire of the enemy. True, that 
quality he did possess in the highest 
<iegree, but also far more than that. 
His was a mind that could think of 
the comfort and welfare of his 
uoldiei'Siu the horror and confusion 
of battle, when most men aie in- 
tent only on attacking 01 defen<ling 
themsjdves from tittack. With tlie 
same kind thoughtfulueBs that char- 



acterizes his whole life, he brought 
up hot coffee to cheer the tired 
soldiers fighting at Aotietam, and 
this at no little risk. 

" What happened at the National 
Convention held in Chicago in 1888, 
affords us another e.vample we 
would do well to hold in mind. 
Mr. MeKinley headed the Ohio de- 
legation pledged to cast I heir votes 
for Mr. John Shetman as their 
choice for President. Early in the 
session of the Convention it became 
evident to almost all that there was 
a pooi> chance that Mr. Sherman 
would be the choice of the Re- 
publicans, but 0-1 the other hand, 
very many of the delegatts favored 
Mr. M<'Kinley himself, and urged 
him to permit himself to become a 
candidate, and sever.il votes were 
even cast for him. But, far from 
being plea.sed at the prospect of 
honor in store for him, he was 
angry that any(me thought him ca- 
pable of betraying his trust. Jle 
was a man too honorable to be led 
from the right evpn by the bribe of 
the most glorious office the worhl 
can lioast. 

" But what impresses itself most 
strongly upon my mind is his Ireauti- 
ful affection and tender care for his 
mother and wife. We most of us 
remprnber, perhaps, how keenly he 
felt Ihe loss of his mother. And 
even in the pain afHIcted by the 
assassin's bullet, his thought was 
not for himself but for his wife. 
' Do not exaggerate the news to Mr. 
MeKinley.' These words, uttered 
under such cireumslanees, are sub- 
lime, and well nuiy rank I ihink 
Willi those other words by which he 
bctfged protection tot the man who 
by his act has bronuht our nation 
into grief." 

By iMr. Hodgson : — 

"A wliole nation stands aghast at 
the deed of a vile anarchist, and 
all the peoples of all the civilized 
world stand with bowed heads in 
sympathy with Ihe sorrow of the 
people of the United States. A 
few weeks ago, partisan politics 
ran liijih, and verbal controversy 
and pictorial caricature were daily 
featuips of opjHisition newspapers. 
To-day politics is ignored, and the 
newspapers of every political com- 
plexion vie with each other in pay- 
ing tribute to tho high and noble 
character of our murdered Presi- 
dent. William MeKinley in death is 
honoreil more than was any dead 
monarch of Ihe Old World.' Tli(> 
homage done his memory springs 
from the hearts of the people. 
Among the many le.ssons to be de- 
rived from McKinley's life and his 
iragic death, two stand out con- 
spicuously. Ttie first is Ihe px- 
ample of a good and kind and 
earnest and patriotic manhood 
The .»econd is that it is a duty of 
all to preserve and obey the law. 
Anarchy knows no law ; therefore, 
anarchists are foes to all that is 
g<x>d. Boys and girls at school, are 
often led by their inclinations and 
passions to lielieve that lawi* are 
maile to oppress them. They do 
not see that every law (or rule) is 
for the commoti good, that by rules 
alone are tht»y given equal rights 
and equal privileges, and guaran- 
teed equal protection. The lesson 
taught by Czidgosz should make a 
strong impress on all youth— that 
the submission to rules is really the 
source of true happiness and the 
essential to al! real progress. We 
sorrow for Our dead Piesident, and 
we pray thai God will comfort his 
heart-liroken widow, who during 
his life was the object of his con 
slant and most tender concern." 

By Mr. Jones ; — 

"Two Thursdays ago MeKinley 
was in frrll sirengih of glorious 
manhood. On th.il day at Ihe Pan- 
American Exposition, h^i made one 
of his atilest and best speeches — a 
speech which, by its ureal strength, 
made a most pr.ifound impression 
not only on Americans but also on 
foreigners. 

" One Titursday past we were 
greatly encouras;ed by telegrams 
from Buffalo, ttlling us the doctors 
felt that President MeKinley was 
improving .so rapidly ihai he would 
be well enouiih to go liack to Wash- 
ington within three weeks. 

''And now this Thursday (to- 
day) what? The bells are toiling! 
The nation is mourning. President 
M<'Kinlt\v is <lead 

" The stroke of an assassin has 
raised MeKinley from a man of the 
day lo a man of history. History 
will be proud to do all honor to 
him. The name of MeKinley has 
been engraved so deep in our 
Temple of Fame that ages can 
riever efface it. Wc will never for- 
get all tlnit he has done as President 
of the Uniteil Slates. He has de- 
stroyed nearly th« whole of the 
navj' of one nation — a monej' 
plundering nation — Spain. He has 
extcndetl the domains of he United 
Slates by forking {vossession of 
Hawaii, the Philippine Islands and 
Porto Hico. Cuba, for which he 
fought for humaniiy'-i sake, mtvy be 
under our pi-olection before long. 
The United States has shown rapid 
progress in everything. In his 
address at Buffalo, he said that he 
would do all he could to open a 
canal across the Isihmirsof Panama 
making much better 'means of 
transportation between the western 
and eastern coasts of America. He 
also added that he would see that a 
cable would be laid l>etweeu the 
United States and Hawaii and then 



extended to the Philippine Islands. 
MeKinley is dead, but his plans 
will most sui-cly be carried out by 
his successor, in whom we hare 
great hopes. 

" Something unusual will happer^ 
in connection with McKinley's 
funeral. The people never expeVi- 
enced this when Lincoln, Garfield, 
Lord Nelson, the Duke of Welling- 
ton and even Napoleon died. It is 
that when McKinley's funeral cor- 
tege starts this afternoon, the 
steam cars, the trolley cars, the 
hor-so cars and the boats of several 
lines will stop running for the space 
of five minutes. All noises will be 
hushed, so that the tolling of the 
bells can be lietter heard. 

"In the long line of those who 
were to shake hands with MeKinley 
there was a man with a bandaged 
hand. If any one happened to see 
it, he would look ujion such a man 
with compassion, thinking his hand 
had been injured. MeKinley had 
the same feeling when h« .saw it. 
When he was about to take hold »f 
Czolgfvsz's left hand, the later 
proved himself a treacherous man 
by shooting bullets from the pistol 
coven^d with the handkerchief 
which also covered his hand. Such 
an infamous act! Feigned friend- 
liness! Never be like Czoigosz 
Be true to your friends. Never be- 
tray any one under I ho iriii«e of 
friendship.

The bauquttt which was to have 
been given on the evening of the 
14th inst., in honor of th« kK-ation 
of the World's fair in 1903 in this 
city, was postpouetl till Octolrt 
5th, on account of ths death 
President MeKinley.

Thursday, 19th of September, 
was by special proclamation a 
national holiday, being the day 
when the la.st sad rites over ths 
remains of our late beloved Pre- 
sidsnt, William MeKinley, wsre 
held.

A memorial service washtklin 
the evening at All Souls' Church 
for the Deaf, which was well attend- 
ed.

After the service iu church, the 
Clerc Literary Association held a 
meeting. A literary program had 
bs«n prepared for the evening, but 
it was withdrawn out of respect to 
the memory of the dead President. 
The committee, which had been 
previously appointed by the presi- 
dent, then presented the following 
tribute of esteem and admiration 
for the late President McKiuley; —
